DECLINING? - 


BRILLIANT PERSONALITY, 
7 ‘ Peking, April 11, 
‘A feeling that is almost super- 
stitious has spread rapidly through 
this community during the past 
few days that Mr. Linng Shth-yi 
hag gone into another of his char- 
acteristic political declines, writes 
Rodney Gilbert in the “N.C, D,: 
News.” As everyone knows, Mr, 
Liang uyed to be known in Yuan, 
Shih-kai's time as the "God of 
Wealth,” beenuge it was supposed 
that everything he touched yielded 
money. It was then assumed, des- 
pite an ominous tradition from an 
eurlicy epoch,’ that he «was - one 
upon whom and whose ‘following 
“luck” danced persistent attend- 
ance, Mr, Linng ist a Cantonese 
and a genuine Hanlin graduate— 
not one of the bogus, semi-foreign 
variety, Me is indeed a super- 
Hanlin as we shall show’ later. He 
is\the futher of the Bank of Com- 
munications and of a score ‘of other 
ambitious finanefil undertakings 
and, while his: personal fortune is 
undoubtedly exaggerated, -he has 


fenjoyed a popular reputation for 


nearly twenty years very similar 
to.that which, Hugo Stinnes enjoy- 
ed in Germany during his-short but 
brilliant financial career, Liang 
Shih-y? has oa charming manner 
and a omagnetie personality, Like 
every other Fanlin with whom the 
writer has had the distinction of 
conversing in his (the writer's) 
atrocious Chinese, Mr. Liang has 
that confidence of simreme scholar 
ship, which’ enables him to tath in 
the polite but simple language of 
the Mandarin phrase book: adorn- 
ing his language with no quota- 
tions from the Clussies and resort: 
ing to no pedantry ia phraseology 
for effect. :

n suddenly to have been re 
minded, since Mr. Liang went to 
Tientsin some days ‘ajo, supposed- 
ly representing all the financial 
power of the Banks of China and 
Communications, to tell a bankers’ 
conference, how much .they ought 
to subseribe to a Fengtien war 
loan, and returned diseomfited ‘by 
an attitude of obstinate scepticism, 
Since then a fickle local officialdom 
has been regurrecting old tradi-

Shih- 
chang’s Premier under the direct 
patronage of Chang Tso-lin and 
steered a course which brought 
him into direct conflict with Wa 
Poi-fu, who accused him of con- 
spiracy with the Japanese desiyn- 
ed to take the question of the ren- 
dition of Shantung out of the 
hands of. the Washington confer. 
ence, and finally brought. on the 
war wherein Chang Tyo-lin was de: 
fented, in 1922, by Wu Pei-fu and 
driven beyontl. the Great Wall. 
Hsu Shih-chang was most uncere- 
moniously thrown out of ofllee by 
Wu Pei-fu because of policies’ for 
which Mr. Liang wag reputed. to 
have made him responsible. Liang

quent numerous subsidiaries, It 
is understood that the firm ac- 
quired Mustard & Co., who from 
being thejr agents in China, be- 
came a branch organisation. 
This, however, did not take place 
for some time, and within a very 
short period of Mr. Andersen's - 
joining the firm, Mr. Mustard, 
and his partner, Mr. C. C. Bennett, 
died. This left Mr. Andersen not

It was said that 
there were days when he went 
without food, and that the jobs he 
got were few and far between, 
Once he was lucky and was able to 
make a trip to the Philippines as 
engineer aboard a steamer, but 
apparently his sources of income 
at this stage were of .the most 
precarious nature. - Ultimately he 
went to the north, and either 
built or was manager fdr what 
was’ then known as Li. Hung- 
chan’s ‘naval dockyard at Taku. 
This‘kept him going for some 
time, but when he went back to 
Shanghai, ‘and his arrival there 


_|coincided with the growth of the 


great tobacco industry in China. 
Cigarette Making in Nanking-rd. 
Mr. .Mustard—the head of 
Mustard & Co.—was agent for the 
American Tobaced Co., and con- 
sidered that he did a good busi- 
‘ness if he sold 1,000 cases of 


Jcigarettes amonth. Then another |- 


American arrived and offered to 
sell a cigarette-making machine: 
to Mr, Mustard, and it was agreed 
to take up this new business, 
Among those who, paid for. the 
machine are probably two men 
still in Shanghai. It was oper- 
ated in a building next to Messrs, 
Lane, Crawford & Co.’s establish- 
ment in Nanking-road, and is still 
in existence. Mr. Andersen was 
put on as ‘engineer of this plant, 
and it had a curious utility. The 
people who were running it knew 
nothing about’ the curing of 
tobacco or .the flavouring of it, 
and while they could turn, out 
thousands -of cigarettes a day by 
this machine they had no idea as 
to how to keep them in condition. 


‘| T£ they were sold on the day they 


were made, well and good, but 
within a week they were mouldy, 
and it was not a profitable under- 
taking. At this time a represen- 
tative of the American Tobacco 
Co., believed to be Mr. Duke, 
found himself in Shanghai. He 
complained .to Messrs. Mustard 
that by manufacturing them- 
selves they were competing with 
his company. The matter was 
then adjusted by the American 
Tobacco Co., taking over the ma- 
chine, but: the question imme- 
diately came up as to what .was to 
be done with’ Mr. Andersen: 
Ultimately. it was. agreed that he 
should be given a position in the 
firm of Mustard & Co., and this 
proved to be.the event which led 
to his fortune. .

“It was said that the stigma, of 


the charge made against Mr. Crab- 
ree would rest upon him unless 
he was exonorated, It was quite 
true that proceedings in divorce 
were private till they came to trial, 
and. there was a'great deal : of 
Secrecy even about what took place 
upor trial. . : ; 

Things got out and this woman 
died with a petition on the file of 
the court, alleging that her hus- 
band treated her cruelly and com- 
mitted adultery. He said it was 
quite untrue. : ce 
With regard to Mr. Marshall’s 
Non-appearance in the witness-box, 
Lord Merrivale said: 

It would liave been to his and 
her credit if he had gone into the 
witness box and said there had 
been no adultery between them. 
It would, at any rate, have tend-, 
ed to absolve her memory from 
guilt if he had gone into the wit- |‘ 
ness box to deny the charge. 
The jury found there had been’ 

adultery, and assessed demages at
